HARTMAN'S AWFUL THREAT. 


The Murderer of !ttr». Gtrtde Befutea to 


Coo!e«s-tVlll Haunt People. 


Frederick Hartman, the man convicted 


ot the murder of Mrs, Frederick Gedde, 
will hang at Paxton, Friday, May 14. 
Sheriff Mason is now making prepara- 
tions for the execution, but tbe exact 
hour on which It will occur bas not been 
stated to the public. In his sentence 
Judge Sample says the execution shall 
take place "between the rising and the 
setting of the sun, May 14, 1897 " 


Every means pogiihle has been employ- 


ed, the last few days, by officials, attor- 
neys and newspaper men to secure from 
Hartman a confession, but up to this time 
he has shown an iron will, and declares 
that be will "die game," cursing all wbo 
bad any Dart in his conviction. 


A newspaper report says tbat "when 


tbe subject of bis connection with the 
death ol Mrs Gedde was mentioned, at 
first he became sullen and turnej upon 
his interviewer with a look of savage 
ferocity, but wheu he was urged to speak 
the truth in justice to the husband of tbe 
murdered woman, to whom suspicion had 
pointed, ho softened for a moment and 
appeared on the point of making a frank 
statement, but he changed bis mind and 
said: 'Geddu got out all right; I hare 
nothing against him ' " 


He was told that if ho would confess 


and straighten the matter out tbe law 
might deal leniently with him, to which 
30 replied: "I have nothing I want to 
straighten out, I am not a coward, that!

When tbe pride of 
wearing the natty blue uniform with its 
white facing? had worn off the Indiana 
began to show a disinclination to abide 
by military discipline. Getting up at a 
certain bonr every morning, performing 
guard doty, doing police work, learning 
tbe manual of arms and marching move- 
ments, going to Bed at tbe sonnd of tbe 
bogle, and, above all, the trouble and 
worry of keeping neat and clean, were not 
at all to his taste. Then again, he could 
not understand why he should be called 
on to do guard duty when be wanted to 
visit his family, and why punishment 
should be Inflicted when he neglected one 
for tbe other. The companies were dis 
banded from time to time, until only that 
at Fort Sill remained. This was com- 
posed of Apache warriors who had been 
captured with the Geronlmo band. They 
were virtually prisoners of war, and the 
department thought a little routine mili- 
tary experience would tend to tame their 
wild natures, and Incidentally mate them 
forget they were under surveillance. But 
Oeronlmo's braves did not like tbe life.

LOCATING A BREAK. 


CScrer Work Done bT Philadelphia 


Pneumatic Tnbe Expert*. 


In Philadelphia, probably more ex- 


tensively than in any other city, under- 
ground tabes are used for the convey- 
ance of letters, telegrams and small 
parcels. A few days ago one of the 
cylindrical rubber carriers employed 
in this service stopped 
somewhere 


along the loute. Air pressure and suc- 
tion in turn failed to drhe or recall it. 
It was found necessary to dig donn 
and open the pipe and remove the bo*;. 
But the problem was to determine 
whether the box was ten feet or tno 
thousand feet from the starting point 
It was not considered desirable to dig 
up a half mile of pipe to remove this 
obstruction. Other means, of locating it 
having failed, the following plan «as 
adopted: 
A pistol was fired near the 


end of the tube, and the time required 
for the sound to travel and echo fo re 
turn measured. Thus the drifatanoe of 
fhe object was estimated. Sound trav 
els 1,100 feet a second. As the velocity 
wonld be affected by the temperature 
proper allowance was 
made. 
The 


chromograph improvised consisted of a 
metal drum ten inches in diameter, re 
lohing slovily, and moving endwise in 
.rotation. The polished surface was 
coated with smoke. A pin was attached 
to one prong of atoning fork, giving th« 
note C, and therefore vibrating SIS 
times per second. Consequently Six 
waves were imparted to the trace. A 
pendulum of a clock beating half sec 
oiids electrically caused another di» 
turbancc of the pin-point in its tracing 
on the drum. Provision was made for 
automatically recording the instant o) 
the shot and arrival of the echo. Five 
trials gave 2,973 seconds as time re 
quired for sound to travel both ways 
A \elocity of 1,093 feet was assumed 
for a temperature of 32 degrees, and a 
correction of 1.12 feet per second foi 
each degree above that standard. Tht 
observed temperature was 39 degrees ir, 
the ground. Computed velocity was 
1,010 feet, and distance both ways 3,075 


Dividing by two, the explorers made 


distance of box 1,537 feet. Upon dig- 
ging down the workmen found the ob 
struction within a foot or two of th« 
designated place. 


EFFECT OF TOXINS. 


It Can Be Combated by Employing 


the "Starvation Treatment." 


In a report made to the Paris Acad- 


emy of Sciences it v\as shown that the 
recent experiments of Teissler anil 
Guinard give some justification to the 
old saw about "starving a fever:" thai 
&tar\ation treatment is efficacious in 
combating the effect of toxins. Pneu 
monia and diphtheria bacilli were em 
ployed. Twenty-two dogs were sub 
1'cctcd, while in a starling condition, to 
Injections of toxin in amounts \vhich in 
%ariably killed the 
conitrol-animtUb 


Four recovered, and in those which diet! 
the intestinal lesions were less marke-1 
in the starving animate than in those 
which had received food. If the starva- 
tion diet had only continued for fhe 
or six days, and if,owingtios»rplnsfat 
the animaJ was able to resist starvation 
he fell a victim as readily as an auima.1 
leech-in!? food. 


One hypothesis in explanation pre- 


supposes that the stnrvetl cellular ele- 
ments are ready to seize and assimilate 
whatever is presented to them and de 
stroy the toxins before the} htnetmie 
to act. According to another hypothe- 
sis, which seems to many investigators 
the better explanation, the toxins act 
slowly or not at all, because the starv- 
ing organism does not supply elements 
whose presence is essential for the pro- 
duction of active poisons. 


THE CAMPHOR TREE. 


Sometime!* It--Altaian a Circumfer- 


ence at Forty Feet. 


Camphor is a product of Japan. The 


tree thrives oulj in certain localities 
u.sually within rrach of the sea atmos 
phere. They must face south, ami haie 
nr> average yearly temperature of i; 
degrees C. The tree grov.t, about !'/_ 
inches a } ear. It fumctimrs atte'ns n 
circumference of 40 feet. When a trft 
is about 40 years old its yield per chc, 
(£1/2 acres) is equal to $10,000 (siher) 
a year. The trees ha\e been felled so 
indiscriminately that there are prac- 
tically none available, and the price ol 
the product has 
greatly advanced 


Chips of stumps and roots of trees cut 
down decades ago are used by the Jap- 
anese farmers in winter for making 
crude camphor. The process is sc 
wasteful that it is esthrated th.it onh 
2 per cent, of the camphor is obtaioied 
fiom the chips. It is expected that the 
introduction of improved apparatus 
will increase the yield manifold. Crudte 
camphor contains on an average 10 to 
15 per cent, of camphor oil, which 
yields, in turn, 50 per cent, of camphor 
Merchants and refiners are now look- 
ing to Formosa, w here a considerable 
extent of camphor forests is found. Tor 
a further supply. 


Trolley Car» In Sewer*. 


The largest sewer through which n 


visitor travels in Paris is that undei 
the Boulevard Sebastopol des Male- 
sherbes. The next largest is beneath 
the liue de Bivoli. Th« nrst is 18 feet 
4>/z inches wide and 10 feet high. The 
conduit is 3y2 feet deep a.nd 9 feet 10 
inches wide. In these large sewer boats 
axe used. The others employ trolley 
cars. Twenty persons are allowed to 
ride in one car. These cars travel in 
trains of five each. The average speed 
is 4VZ miles an hour. When boats axe 
used the same number are attached one 
to (mother. Most persons prefer the lat- 
ter, as there is no jar.

test in England.

He entered the 
Institut Barbet, where he remained for 
four years. Ke evinced great industry 
and intelligence, and his teachers prc 
dieted for him a great future and bril 
liant career.

entered a school of mines, and four 
more jears were spent in close applica 
tlon 
and study.

through France, Germany acd S« itzer 
land he returutxl to Const;int!nople ant 
was appointed a captain on the general 
stuff of the Turkish army. 


In W> the =«!'nTi made him his ad- 


jutant, and Edhem nlso became Frenc'u 
instructor of the late Sullan Jluradand 
of the present ruler, Abdul Hamid. 
Later a number of important political 
missions wpre intrusted to him. In 
183G he became a member of the council 
of state, and was then appointed min- 
ister of the interior, but resigned his 
portfolio after u yesr. In 1307 he be- 
came the minister of foreign affairs and 
represented his country at the court 
of Berlin. In 1S77, upon the banishment 
of Midhat Pasha, he became grand 
vizier. In 1870 he was the Turkish am- 
bassador at Vienna. From 1SS3 to 1885 
he was again minister of the interior. 


Edhem I'asha has always shown great 


htitred ajrainst foreigners and Chris- 
tianity. At th« peace conference at the 
end of the Jlnssian-Turkibh war he was 
the last of-the Turkish ministers to give 
his consent to the cessation of hostili- 
ties. He has always been an enthu- 
siastic Chauvinist. He is a zealous 
menibeT of tihe Young Turkish party, 
which has proclaimed the doctrine of 
the greatness of Islam and Turkey for 
the Turks.

York Sun, that Edhem's brother was 
for many years a Catholic priest in Con- 
stantinople, and died a few years ago.

Greeks Evacuating Crete and Wan 


for Peace Negotia- 


tions. 


1MP0RTA8T OFFICIAL DECLARATION 


Prrne Minister Ralli Hake* the An 


nouncement of Change of Front 


—Want Peace but Will 


Not Ask for It. 


.\ew York, May 10.— A special to the 


Journal from Atbenf sayi "Prime Min- 
ister Ralli says ' The government having 
need of all the troops possible DM decided 
to gradually withdraw the army from 
Crete. This will also facilitate arrange- 
ments with the great powers which has 
been unofficially intimated. 
Greece hat 


ollicinlly notified the foreign ministers of 
her intention to withdraw troops from 
Crete and bus demanded the admlsiion of 
her ships within the blockade for that 
purpose. She now awaits the official offer 
o{ the great powers to make proposals of 
peace between her and Tnrkey, If they 
please, but will not ask for it An official 
note from the powers will probably be 
presented at once, and all depends upon 
Its terms. The reports in the newspapers 
of an armistice are not true, bat an ar- 
mistice will probably be agreed upon if 
the peace negotiations are agreed upon." 


Greece A»k« for Mediation. 


Athens, May 10.— It is learned on the 


very beet authority that Greece has made 
a written application to the powers 
through their representatives at Athens 
with a view of obtaining mediation. All 
the representatives have promised In tbelr 
replies to use their bett office*, except the 
German Minister, who baa merely ac- 
knowledged the receipt of the note from 
the Cabinet. 


The Forte is inclined to support the 


powere. with a view to the facilitation of 
negotiations, but it decline* to consent to an 
armistice, on the ground that this would 
enable Greece to reorganize her forces. 


Ae a matter of fact Tnrkey continues 


to send troops from Salonioa homeward. 
ana it is probable that Osinan Pasha has 
returned to Constantinople from Salonlca. 
In view of both facts it may be assumed 
that nothing serious Is expected, but the 
continuance of a state of war is regarded as 
the very host means of hastening the 
efforts 
of diplomacy. Without doubt 


fcopes have been raised In Turkey that the 
Ottoman government might annex Thcs- 
saly and restore the old fronlter of 1881, 
but the Sultan is not Inclined to risk such 
a step. On the contrary he opposes It un- 
compromisingly and will not yield to th>, 
pressure of the war party at Constantino- 
ple. He will be satisfied wltb the reason- 
able indemnity and a slight rectification 
of the Eastern Tbessallan frontier, such a 
one as would give Turkey several strat- 
egl<: positions In the vicinity of Nezeros.
